In claim 1, last line, after "front header", 

— , said recess is presented facing toward the windshield— has been inserted. 

In claim 14, line 10, after "front header", 

— , said recess is presented facing toward the windshield— has been inserted. 

Claims 2 and 16 have been canceled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
show a windshield curtain having a stored condition being in a recess that extends into a forward 
facing surface of the front header wherein the recess faces toward the windshield. Rose (US 
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Patent 6,588,793) shows a inflatable curtain positioned in a recess (note bend of header) of a 
front header (44); however, the recess does not face towards the windshield.
